The 
central reason why the church 
calls for the support of the people 
of God is that it is the ‘‘house of 
our God.” 


Here They Know You 
If those poor people in ancient 
Jerusalem pledged themselves to 
support the house of God, we who 
are Christians have even more 
reason to do so. For one thing, the 
church is where we really oelong. 
Where else in the world is a per­ 
son recognized for what he is, a 
child of God? Elsewhere you are 
a statistic, a consumer, a custo­ 
mer, a tax-payer, a cost item, a 
voter. These may be important 
facts about you. But the most im­ 
portant fact about any human be­ 
ing is not that he is kin to the hu­ 
man race, important though that is. 
The big fact is that every human 
being is made by God, for fellow­ 
ship with him. Every man alive is 
a child of God. Either he knows 
that or he does not know it. Vast 
numbers of the human race live 
as if they were orphans of the 
storm, they live pigs’ lives like 


the prodigal in Jesus’ parable. 
But no one will tell them they are 
children of God. No one will tell 
them of the Father’s house, no one 
will recognize them for what they 
are. Only in the house of our God." 


Hare Citizens Are Trained 
There 
are 
very 
shortsighted 
people who may tell you that 
money put into support of the 
church could better be spent in 
civic improvement, such as bet­ 
ter schools or sanitation On the 
contrary, supporting the church is 
the best thing that can be done 
for the betterm ent of society. It 
cannot be said too often: even if 
the church were only a listening 
post, even if a church did noth­ 
ing at all but hold a meeting on 
Sunday, even if a church might 
as well be laid fiat in ashes six 
days in the week, for all the work 
it does—still, even if it did no 
more than hear God’s messages 
once a week, it would be doing a 
great and unique thing. For the 
people who hear those messages 
and believe them would come to 
know their true relation to God 
and their duty in his sight; they 
would live not as animals, not as 
the “beasts that perish” but as 
immortal sons and daughters of 
the Most High. Then if the church 
is more than a listening post, if it 
puts its members to work, they 
will be actually taught and trained 
in Christian living. 


Hers God's Will Is 
Sought and Taught 
Are we talking about the real 
church or are we idealizing it? 
Well, of course no church is quite 
ideal. But taking the church by 
and large, these things are true, 
the church at its best wants them 
to come true, this is what it is 
driving at. For the church is the 
only place in town where large 
groups of people join in trying to 
know the will of God, and how to 
find it and how to do it. The 
church is the place where proh 
lems, personal and or social, can 
and ought to be discussed in th 
light of God’s Word and Wi*l It is 
the place where life is looked at 
in the light of heaven A .nurch 
that does not live up to its high 
calling is hardly worth support, 
but a church where there is a s n 
cere effort to kno 
fc’hat God 
wants for this community and for 
our part in it, a church where 
there is brave and honest oppor­ 
tunity for m inister and people to 
think and to study and to speak 
out for God and his ways, a church 
which by prayer and service keeps 
the door open toward God, such a 
church is indeed a House of God 
how can a Christian refuse to sup 
port it?

(JSDA Extends 


Livestock Loans 


Throuqh 1956 


The U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture’s special livestock loan 
program has been extended for 
two years, through July 14, 195T. 
Provision for the extension is 
contained in Public Law IB, which 
was signed by President Eisen­ 
hower July 15. 


During 
the two 
years 
this 
credit service has been available 
through the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration, 6,382 loans totaling 
more than $54,000,000 have been 
made to livestock producers. Of 
this number 1744 loans totaling 
more than $18,000,000 were made 
to Texas livestock producers. 
Under the legislation extending 
the program, initial loans will be 
made through July 14, 1957. After 
that date, additional advances 
may be made for a period of two 
years to borrowers who require 
additional time to make necessary 
credit adjustments and to repay 
the loans previously received. 
Special 
livestock 
loans 
are 
made to established producers 
and feeders of cattle, sheep, and 
goats (except commercial feed­ 
lot operators) who are tempor­ 
arily unable to get from regular 
sources the credit needed to con­ 
tinue their normal operations. 
To be eligible an applicant 
must have a good past record of 
livestock operations and have 
reasonable prospects for success 
with the help of the loan. 
The loans are made to meet the 
usual expenses of livestock op­ 
erations such as the purchase or 


production of feed, and replacing! 
or repairing of farm m.'ohinery. 
Loans also tony be made for the 
restocking of herds to normal if 
the applicant can carry his pre­ 
sent 
herd, plus the additional 
livestock to be purchased, without 
buying a substantial portion ai 
his feed. Loans are not made to 
pay existing debts except <■-unwit 
incidental bills. 
The loans are scheduled for 
repayment as soon as posaiblo 
within a 
maximum period of 
three years. Other creditors are 
not asked to subordinate their 
liens but are expected to exe­ 
cute a standby agreement and 
agree that a reasonable part of 
the applicant’s normal i neons* 
from livestock can be used in re­ 
paying the loan. 
Applications for special live­ 
stock loans may be made at the 
local county office of the Farmer* 
Home Administration located at 
Decatur, Texas.

SMALL .BUSINESS”

While in the session of Cong­ 
ress just ended the multi-billion 
dollar

the cost. Some Washington ob­ 
servers commented that these 
people performed a gymnastic 
miracle, i.e. they could loudly 
clap their hands applauding the 
idea while still keeping their 
hands in their pockets.

T’or example, one of the sourc­ 
es of revenue proposed was to 
impose new taxes on the sm all 
firms who recap tires and on 
garages and service stations that 
sell recapped tires, about only 
segm ent of vast rubber industry 
left open to small operator, 
a s * 
One of the proposals was to 
place a tax on camelback, which 
is the trade name for rubber 
used in recapping tires, of 15 
cents per pound. 
* * * 
Of course, customers of tire re­ 
cappers would pay for tax in 
higher prices. 
* * * 
But the bill would have provid­ 
ed that the recapper would have 
to pay this tax on the raw ma­ 
terial as he bought it. Thus, 15% 
of his working capital would im­ 
mediately be tied up in a fund to 
pay taxes as well as 15% of the 
inventory capital of all retailers 
handling recapped tires.

Even the largest corporations 
would be hard hit to have their 
working capital

night by being forced to tie up 
15% of it in a tax fund.

This 15% would be in addition 
to other funds the small business 
man must maintain to pay in­ 
come taxes, social security, sales 
and excise taxes. 
* * * 
In other words, assume that a 
small tire recapper had to car­ 
ry at all tim es an inventory of 
$10,000 worth of raw m aterial. 
To m aintain that inventory at 
that level under the tax proposed 
to finance new highways, 
he 
would have had to beg or bor­ 
row im m ediately another $1500. 
And even though he would prob­ 
ably be forced to pay interest 
on the amount he 
borrowed, 
he would receive no interest 
from the governm ent to offset 
this expense. 
* 
* 
* 
Thus, the debate again bore 
out the truth of the matter. 
That truth is this. No matter 
what grandiose schemes are ar­ 
rived at, it is eventually the 
small businessman who must 
bear the burden of them. 
* * * 
And while it is perhaps fine 
for governm ent to have meetings 
with so-called “captains of indus­ 
try’’ to hatch and applaud great 
deeds of daring, it would be 
much sounder to first discuss it 
with men who m ust pay bills. 
* * * 
It is to be taken as a certainty 
that the nation needs better 
roads. In fact ever since the war 
It has needed them much more 
than the U. S. needed a multi­ 
billion dollars foreign give away 
program. And in the months to 
come, there will be a lot of prop­ 
aganda for rushing into a huge 
highway building program. But 
it can also be taken as a cer­ 
tainty that those who do the 
most drum beating are those 
who will bear the least part of 
the financial burden.
